DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 and 18-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious the instant 
invention particularly characterized in claim 1 by the limitation that a layer to be strained 
is formed on a layer to be relaxed, wherein these layers are formed in a single epitaxial 
deposit, and wherein relaxing the layer to be relaxed strains the layer to be strained. 
Claims 2-16 and 18-48 depend on claim 1.
